President's Ultimatum Rejected 
With Scorn and Minister Wood- 
ford Given His Passports. 



North Atlantic Squadron at Key 
West Expecting Orders for 
Cuban Blockade. 



One Hundred Thousand Volunteers 
Called for to Reinforce United 
States' Army. 



Madrid, April 21.— The ultimatum of 
tilt; United States, in English, was re- 
ceived early this morning. The Spanish 
government immediately broke off diplo- 
matic relations with the UuitQd States, 
notifying the United .States minister to 
this effect before he was nblo to present 
the note. News of the rupture was re- 
ceived calmly, no excitement being ap- 
parent. 

United States Minister 'Woodford left 
here at four o'clock this afternoon. The 
British charge d'affairs, Mr. Barclay, 
saw him off. Tjiore was n great demon- 
stration at the station. 

The semi-o;ileial Correspondencla says 
this afternoon: "Spanish feelings have 
been outraged to the greatest point by 
the injustice, coarseness, infamy, bad 
faith and insults of till kinds heaped up- 
on her by a vile people with the most 
ignoble passions and feelings. We could 
easily return blow for blow, but Span- 
iards never use such weapons, which are 
forbidden in any civilized country.". In 
conclusion the Correspondencla express- 
es confidence in the "eventual triumph 
of justice." Other newspapers applaud 
the "energy of the government nnd en- 
thusiasm of the people at the advent of 
war." 

El Liberal says: "The government will 
make no reply whatever to the ultima- 
tum." Continuing, El Liberal points out 
the advantage's which Spain may de- 
rive from the use of privateers, in which 
connection, however, nothing as yet has 
been officially decided. 

Washington, April 21.— Judge Day, as- 
sistant secretary of state, early this 
morning received n cable from Minister 
Woodford at Madrid, stating that he had 
received bis passport, and thai official re- 
lations between the United States and 
Spain bad ended. The cablegram said 
that he bad been given his passport lie- 
tore he had an opportunity to present 
the ultimatum transmitted to him for 
submission to the Spanish government, 
the delivery of the ultimatum to Minis- 
ter Polo having been accepted by Spain 
as a presentment on our part. ' judge 
Day at once hurried to the White House 
where he found President McKinlov 
about to enter a carriage to take Mrs. 
McKlnley to the station, where lie in- 
tended to see her eff on 'a short trip to 
New York. News that diplomatic re- 
lations bad been broken ofi were so im- 
portant that the President bade a hastv 
good-by to his wife and returned Im- 
mediately to the house, where he and 
.ludge Day held n conference. 

New York, April 21.— A special to the 
Herald from Washington says: 

Spain's answer to President McKin- 
ley's ultimatum may take the form of 
shot and shell. Her formidable tleet, 
which she has been mobilizing for. some 
days past, has sailed for an unknown 
destination; Tliis information was receiv- 
ed by attaches or the late legation of 
Spain, who remained In this city. So 
important is this information that, there 
is reason to believe the navy department 
has every bit of machinery in motion 
possible to start: to ascertain the where- 
abouts of the fleet. It was conceded to 
be highly probable that the fleet will 
cross the ocean to Porto Rico and to 
Cuba, to prevent the ousting from the 
island of the naval and military forces 
of Spain's government. On the other 
hand it. is possible that the ships have 
gone to the Canary Islands, though it. is 
not considered probable. As a result of 
the information which the Spanish at- 
taches received, the officials are con- 
fident that the battleships Pelayo, which 
the officer says was reported to have 
sailed from Cadiz on Sunday last, join- 
ed the float before its departure and 
sailed with it; that furthermore, arran- 
gements were made for the reinforce-

MOVING ON HAVANA. 
Washington, April 21.— The North At- 
lantic squadron, at this writing (7 a.m.) 
is at Key West with steam up, in mo- 
mentary expectation of orders to sail for 
Havana. The decision to send the fleet 
was reached at the special cabinet meet- 
ing this afternoon nnd was guarded as 
closely as possible. Hurried orders were 
despatched to the fleet to immediately 
establish a blockade of the entrance of 
the harbor of Havana. The fleet later 
(.11 will be supported by troops, who will 
be di Bpatchou to Cuba as soon as in the 
opinion of the President it is possible 
to use them advantageously in the occu- 
pation of the island. Meanwhile as rapid- 
ly as troops nan be rushed to Key West 
and other points on the south Atlantic 
and gulf coasts they will be hurried for- 
ward. 

It is believed that it will take ten days 
to concentrate at. the coast an army of 
sufficient size with the necessary 'sup- 
plies to make an effective campaign. It 
is the purpose to gather these troyps and 
to make a sha.-p, decisive movement. Im- 
mediately up;>n the passage of the army 
volunteers bill by congress, the Presi- 
dent by proclamation will call for 100,- 
000 men. Of this force it. is intended 
to use 00, 000 men in Cuban operations 
in conjunction with the regular army 
now already assembled or assembling at 
points in central locations. The re- 
maining 20,000 men will aid the artillery 
detachments in guarding the coast nnd 
manning the guns of the coast defence. 
FLEETS WELL MATCHED. 

News comes to the department to-day 
that tended to confirm the newspaper 
reports that the formidable Spanish na- 
val cruisers at St. Vincent, Cape Verde 
Islands, had sailed last night for an 
unknown destination, but a later des- 
patch stated tint the squadron wna still 
at St. Vincent. Naval experts say that 
the Spanish force is at least equal and 
piobably much superior in some respects 
to 'Commodore Schley's fleet. It is not 
believed by any of the naval officers that 
the Spanish fleet will undertake to cross 
the Atlantic and attacii Commodore 
Schley on his own base, but it would 
seem to be equally impracticable for the 
Commodore to lake his flying squadron 
across to attaak the Spaniards, unless 
he is reinforced. The throat of the 
Spanish newspapers to give America a 
surprise in the shape of a naval visita- 
tion does not cause any particular un- 
easiness at the navy department; 
CANARY ISLANDS EXCITED. 

London, April 21.— Mail news which 
has just been received here from the 
island of Grand Canary, one of the Can- 
ary Islands group, says that up to April 
11. 8,000 troops had arrived there and 
2,000 were expected that day. The 
troops were being located till over the 
Island; their arrival causing great ex- 
citement. The Spanish officers were bil- 
leted at various houses, including three 
English hotels at Las Pulmns which 
were obliged to hoist the Spanish flag 
when the troops marched through tl>c 
town. After the troops passed the Eng- 
lish hotels lowered the Spanish tln#s, 
but they were immediately ordered to 
hoist them. When the mail left it was 
rumored at the Grand Canary that the 
stars and stripes over the United States 
consulate had been torn down by the 
rabble, and trampled on. It was added 
that when United States Consular Agent 
Miller, who is a British subject, wanted 
to send a cable message to Washington 
announcing the arrival of the troops his 
message was stopped and he was in- 
formed by the military authorities that 
if the incident had occurred in war time 
he would have been shot. According 
to an account of a banquet hold at Las 
Pnlmas and published' in a Spanish 
paper one speaker declared that if any 
Americans lauded on the Grand Canary 
Islands the streetl of the town would 
be barricaded with the bodies of the 
foreigners. , The militia of the Canar- 
ies hnve mobilized and 50 Officers were 
then coming from Spain to drill these 
troops. The excitement at the island 
is dtscribed as being so intense that 
the inhabitants were panic stricken when 
a foreign warship unexpectedly enter- 
ed the harbor. She was saluted by the 
forts and they thought a bombardment 
of the place had been commenced. No 
war vessels of Spain had arrived at. 
Grand Canary up to April 12. 

LONDON TIMES' OPINION. 

London, April 21.— The Times snys 
editorially this morning: "At the' open- 
ing of the cortes the wildest enthusiasm 
prevailed, and the American ultimatum 
may almost be said to have been ans- 
wered by appreciation. The Queen Re- 
gent's speech was couched in dignified 
and even touching language, and breath- 
ed an unalterable determination to light 
to the death for the honor and dignity 
of Spain. Though the Spanish people 
are unanimous for war, and by that 
fact cannot be induced to listen for :i 
moment to any practicable expedient for 
avoiding it, there are few signs that, they 
have any ad iquate comprehension of 
what they undertake with so light 11 
heart. 

"The Spnnish preparations, as far as 
can be judged at this distance, are by no 
means advanced to a condition which 
alone can give value to the popular en- 
thusiasm. The Spanish fleet is thous- 
ands of miles away from the scene of 
action; and can arrive in Cuban waters 
only after the first moves have been 
made by the United States. Unless 
Spaiti keeps command over the sea to 
such an extent as to be able to laud pro- 
visions and •intuitions of war in Hav- 
ana, the game is lost so far as Cuba is 
concerned. As for the conduct of the 
war in general, the exact nature ot 
which the Spaniards mny vary to Home

Two Canadian Prospectors Mur- 
dered in Cold Blood oil t lie 
Stikine River Trail. 



Crime Attributed to Desire of Their 
Partner to Possess His com- 
rades' Outfits. 



Alleged Murderer Reported Mat- 
ing Wild Ride From Scene 
of Tragedy.

(From Our Own Correspondent.) 
Vancouver, April 21.— News of a most 
cold-blooded .intrder has been brought (o 
Vancouver by the steamer City of Se- 
attle, this being of the killing or two 
trusting men for the profit of their 
partner. The men were Canadians, ajnl 
it is said bailed from Chilliwack, B.~C. 
The bearers of the ill-tidings arc S. A. 
Langstroth, of New Brunswick, and 
Geo. Mee, of Vancouver. Langstroth itt 
a well-known rifle shot, having won rer 
nowii for his province at the Ottawa 
prize meetings. The story of the crimo 
is this: 

Early in February six men, all Cana- 
dian citizens, reached Wrangel together 
from Vancouver; they .were named Vi- 
pond, the Jess brothers, Burns. Clatin 
and Henrickson. As the party strug- 
gled up the river they quarrelled con- 
tinuously until it. was decided to part 
company. Vipond and the two Joss 
brothers formed one party and Burns 
and the Scandinavians, made tfie other. 
The men separated at the Canyon. Vi- 
pond nnd the Jess, brothers reached 
Glenora, but saw nothing more of their 
former companions. 

On April 5 Mr. Langstroth and his 
party arrived at a : spot twelve tnilcs 
from Glenora. A halt was called near 
n small inlet. Longs troth went close to 
the shore and was horrified to stunijilo 
over two dead bodies, those of Bums 'and 
Henrickson, They met death while 
asleep, for they were dressed only in 
their underclothes. Henrickson's head 
was broken with an axe and Bums' 
skull was split open by the same instru- 
ment; both corpses wore frozen solid and 
looked like the images of wax in New 
York's Eden Mtiseo chamber of horrors. 

About an hour after sundown the same 
Langstroth noticed a silent figure bond- 
ing over a cache. He rushed towards hiin. 
and called out, but the man hastily 
loaded his buckskin mule and galloped 
off. That same man, it is said, has since 
been galloping hard from camp to camp 
like Tarn O'S.ianter with the furies ar~ 
ter him. He answers the description of 
Clans, the missing partner, and it is-- 
supposed that he is the murderer. The- 
police are on his track, and ho must I10 
caught. At one time the murderer wont 
through the ice, cayuse and all and was 
rescued alive. Ho was offered shelter 
for the night, but shouted refusal and 
galloped on. He is "God's prisoner" and 
is mad with fear. His ill gotten gains 
wore rescued with him from the river 
and are strapped to him as ho gallops 
on. A coroner's jury was summoned, 
and their verdict was "foully murdered." 
The evidence goes to show that Clans 
killed his victims for their outfits in th« 
tent while they slept, and then dragged 
their bodies along the edge of the river 
with the idea of pushing them into a 
fissure between the ice and shoiv. It 
may be that Clans was murdered with 
the others, but the incident of the man 
With the buckskin cayuse is against this 
theory as the cayuse is undoubtedly ttio 
one the party had with thiin, and Clans 
answers to the description of the man 
pulled out of the river. This is the first 
cold-blooded premeditated murder iloti'-" 
in the frozen north.

Ottiuva, April 21.— The time Mid at- 
tention of the Commons to-day wore di- 
vided between the prohibition plebiscite 
bill and the bill to abolish the Dominion 
franchise act. .Messrs. Foster and 
Of aig pressed for a declaration of the 
government's position in the event of a 
popular answer in favor of prohibition. 
The ministers declined to say whether 
they would regard a majority of the 
votes cast or a majority of the register- 
ed votes as necessary to induce them to 
introduce a prohibitive measure. 

Discussion on the franchise bill cen- 
tered on. the amendment by Mr. Hay, 
Liberal from Brant, in favor of allowing 
the franchise to those Indians not pos- 
sessing it under federal franchise. Lib- 
erals and Conservatives supported the 
amendment, the latter twitting the min- 
isterial ranks with their opposition to 
the Indian vote in 1SS5. 

The Senate to-day restored to the or- 
der paper Hamilton Smith's Dalton Trail 
railway incorporation bill, which by ac- 
cident had been dropped. Hon. David 
Mills said he still was opposed to the 
bill on its merits. Not only would the 
passage of this bill strike at the inter- 
est of Canadian trade with the Yukon, 
but it would seriously hamper the go\~ 
eminent in its efforts to secure an all- 
Canadian railway into the country. 

The marine department has decided to 
erect lighthouses on Egg Island and at 
Cape Mudge. 

Consideration of the Vancouver, Vic- 
toria & Eastern railway bill has been 
fixed for next Thursday. It was to-day 
referred to a special committee to report 
on the provisions of the charter. 

The official report of the Hudson Bay 
expedition presented to parliament to- 
day states that the straits are navigable 
for vessels suitable for commercial pur- 
poses for from the 1st to the 10th of 
July to from the 15th to the 20th of 
October. The general trend of the re- 
port is unfavorable to this route.

Reindeer Expedition a Flat Failure and 
Exploring Plans Rearranged. 

The complete failure of the Alaskan rein- 
deer expedition has been announced to the 
war department la a telegram from Gen. 
Merrlam, summarizing a report from 
Dr. Sheldon Jackson at Dyen, to tin- effect 
that they are a failure In Alaska for want 
of proper forage, and useless for all explor- 
ing expeditions In Alaska; that many are 
already dead, but moss has been found by 
which part of the herd may.be saved; that 
the time lost will compel the reorganisa-

extent by vigorous initiative, it does not 
seem that they enter upon it with such 
financial resources as patriots might de- 
sire. It is by hard facts such, as these, 
and not by enthusiasm, however keen, 
or courage, .however high, that they will 
find the issue determined. It may be 
sure that the United States will enter 
into the straggle with that pertinacious 
energy which is a standing evidence of 
that community of blood, origin and tem- 
per so eloquently referred to yesterday 
at the Mansion House by the American 
ambassador. As Americans have been 
stirred up to interference by feelings 
which again and again prompted serious 
action by Britain, and with which the 
English speaking people, here and in our 
colonies, sympathize, so will they carry 
on the contest in an Anglo-Saxon' man- 
ner. They will probably make some 
mistakes, as they almost invariably do; 
but with them, as ourselves, mistakes 
only serve to increase the dogged ten- 
acity of purpose, which knows how to 
convert mistakes themselves into step- 
ping stones to success. Whether the 
struggle will be brief or protracted, there 
enn be as little doubt of the result as 
to the direction in which lie the sympa- 
thy and hopes of the English people." 

A Madrid despatch to the Times, de- 
scribing yesterday's scenes in the cortes, 
suys: 

The Queen's voice, which was low. at 
first showed traces of strong emotion; 
As she proceeded it grew louder and 
firmer. The passage which created the 
deepest impression was the one in which 
her majesty Identified herself witli the 
nation and referred to her son. That 
stirring call to hereditary national loy- 
alty took the audience by storm. On all 
sides rose shouts of "Long live the 
King!" "Long live the Queen!' 1 "Long 
live Spain!" "Long live Spanish Cuba!" 

The little King looked proudly at his 
mother and smiled, and the look was 
returned with affectionate tenderness. 
The Queen had difficulty in restraining 
her emotion, for in uttering the next 
two words her voice trembled. She soon 
recovered her composure and proceeded 
with Unit calm, self-possession which 
she always displays in moments .of diffi- 
culty and danger. 

THE RIGHT OF SEAItOH. 

New York, April 21. — A special to the 
World from London says: Now that war 
is regardeil as a matter of days, a keen 
interest lias developed in commercial and 
political circles respecting rights to 
search neutral vessels for contraband of 
war by the United States and Spain as 
non-signatories of the declaration of 
Paris. 

Lord Charles Beresford was the first 
to call attention to the subject in parlia- 
ment. He furnished the World with the 
following further statement of the views 
he intends to pre.su upon the government 
immediately: "Our government should 
endeavor to find out definitely, before 
hostilities commence, whether the Unit- 
ed States or Spain, or both, intend to 
exercise their undoubted legal right to 
seize and capture the goods of their op- 
ponents when carried under a neutral 
Hag, also whether they contemplate em- 
ploying privateers. Our relations with 
both -are friendly. Even if they de- 
cline to make such declarations as those 
I suggest, they should be asked what 
they regard as contraband of war. My 
advice is that we should not invite a row- 
before taking all possible precautions to 
avoid one. I cannot overrate the gravity 
of this matter. It might in the end be a 
most serious business for us to settle, 
perhaps ultimately by a declaration of 
war. This must be understood: If a 
merchant ship offers any resistance to 
being searched she would be put down as 
the adherent of the other nation. .Then 
she would bo liable to be taken to the 
nearest prize court and both ship and 
cargo might be sold there. I hope a re- 
alization of the possibilities which may 
happen so shortly will cause us to re- 
nounce the declaration of Paris. Wrap- 
ped in so much mystery, I consider it 
will inevitably lie violated in (be couse 
of warlike operations. I have always 
held we should abrogate it honorably 
in time of peace, rather than have to do 
so dishonestly in time of war." 

SPANISH CORTES. 
Madrid, April 21.— At the outset of 
the proceedings in the lower house of 
the cortes the President urged the ne- 
cessity for the quickest possible organ- 
ization of the house "to enable us to de- 
fend the lienor and Hag of our country." 
The chamber commenced forthwith the 
election of committees and it is believed 
the work of organization will be com- 
pleted by Saturday.

Paris, April 21.— The 'Temps this af- 
ternoon is much exercised over the An- 
glo-American relations and asks if Great 
Britain is going' to separate herself from 
the rest of Europe to contract an al- 
liance with the United States.

After one of the fastest northern trips 
on record the steamship Centennial ar- 
rived from Skagwuy last evening, re- 
turning by way of the outside 'course 
and reaching port ill just three days and 
live hours from the time she left the 
head of Lynn Canal. The big ship had 
as passengers five Dawsonians and about 
forty arrivals from inland as far as 
Lake Bennett, and also from points on 
the Coiist. The latest news from Daw- 
sou is that brought by Mr. A. A. Martin, 
of San Francisco, and he has spent 
some eight or ten days on the Coast, 
having left Dawson on the 14th of 
March. The other Dawsonians have 
tarried on the way over the trails and 
consequently have nothing to add to 
what has already been published. Mr. 
Martin went into the Yukon country by 
way to St. Michael's and has gathered 
on his trip a line collection of pictures as 
well as a vast amount, of reliable infor- 
mation which he purposes using in a 
series of lectures. "There is no suffer- 
ing—no destitution," ho said last even- 
ing, "and I think you will be safe in 
saying that Dominion and Sulphur 
creeks will prove veritable 101 Dorados. 
There can be no approximation made of 
the output of gold for the Yukon this 
year as every man is piling up his 
diggings and will continue to do so until 
a thaw comes and the water in the 
streams commences to run. Then there 
will be a wash up and I think the returns 
will be very large. The wealthy claim 
owners are doing a great deal of devel- 
opment work. On the two streams which 
are tributaries of the Dominion 4,000 
claims have been located in a remark- 
ably short time, people Hocking to them 
in great numbers lifter the tirst few finds 
had been made.. One of these is Bur- 
bam creek. I reckon that there are now 
1,500 people on the northern trails. 1 
came out to the Coast in good time, 
averaging thirty-four miles n. day. I 
met no one in destitute circumstances 
but of course could tell pathetic stories 
of where men were to be* found un- 
fitted for the tasks which lay before 
them. Thirty-Mile is breaking up while 
Fifty-Mile is open at the rapids and 
canyon. Therefore I think it foolishness 
for anyone to attempt the journey unless 
with the idea of laying over at Bennett 
for the purpose of building boats to pro- 
ceed with when navigation opens on the 
lakes." 

Near Skngway, Mr. Martin says, an- 
other snow slide occurred which struck 
six men but did not injure them.

OPERATIONS ON 'CHANGE. . 

Certainty of War Has Little Effect Upon 
Prices lu New York. 

New York, April 21. -There has been an 
Influential party In the stock exchange rep- 
resenting a large following of security 
holders which has clung tenaciously to the 
view that war was to be avoided. Even 
the events of to-day seemed to full to con- 
vince this element that Spain would main- 
tain the attitude la the face of the de- 
mands and the snow of force by the United 
States. The firmness Imparted by the .re- 
fusal of this element to sell gave rise to 
the opinion lu many quarters that the 
market bad already amply discounted the 
aetiinl event of war, but to day's events 
have apparently convinced the conserva- 
tive element that war Is to be a fact. Early 
In the day the market had been above the 
London parity and ther were ocaslonal ral- 
lies even after the receipt of the news that 
Oen. Woodford had been given his pass- 
ports, but reports from the cabinet meet- 
ing at Washington Indicating preparations 
for nn Immediate forward movement of the 
nrmcd forces of the United States, showing 
that a state of war already practically ex- 
isted, caused unloading. The brokers on 
the floor of the exchange exhibited con- 
siderable enthusiasm and the rostrum was 
handsomely draped with American lings.

NEWS OF VANCOUVER. 



Details of the Losses at the Water 
front Fire and the Insur- 
ance Carried, 



Interesting Political Rumors From 
Westminster— Halibut Steamer 
oil" to the War. 



(From Our Own Corespondent.) 
Vancouver, April 21.— (Special) — On 
the waterfront this morning a deplorable 
sight met the gao of those who had slept 
through the noise of screeching whistles, 
jangling bolls and shouts of men running 
towards the inlet. Stimpson's wharf is 
no more, and for several hundred yards 
nothing can be seen but black smoulder- 
ing ruins. As to tho origin of the big 
blaze no details can he Jearned -except 
that two tramps sleeping in the hay on 
the wharf Bta.ted Uie lire accidentally, 

The extent of tho lire is greater than 
at first thought. There was piled in the 
centre of the wharf over 100 tons of hay 
belonging to Mackenzie & Mann, and 
ieady for shipment. It made a furious 
fire, but might have been extinguished 
to prevent spreading to the C. P. It 
property if it had not been for a C. P. It. 
train, by irony of fate, running over the 
fire hose lying across the track nnd cut- 
ting it in two. 

There were throe box cars on the 
track, one empty and two containing 
oats belonging to Mackenzie & Mann, all 
of which we^e destroyed. The fire 
then spread to the otlices occupied by 
Stimpson & Co., which were entirely 
consumed. In the opposite direction the 
government bonded warehouse contain- 
ing a steel steamer in sections, GOO cases 
of sheet tin, and two tons of block tin, 
were soon beyond control, and ware- 
house and contents destroyed. The Nejv 
England Fish Co.'s premises narrowly 
escaped, their buildings being in flames 
three times before the fire was brought 
under control.. 

The total loss is estimated at about 
§25,000, with insurance of .?I0,000, the 
loss being distributed as follows: 

O. P. It.— Wharf, ?2,000; offices, $1,- 
000; cars, throe at $700 each, $2,100. 

Mackenzie & Mann— 100 tons of hay, 
at $15, $1,500; two cars of oats, $500; 
car, $1,000. 

Bonded warehouse— $500; 000 cases tin 
for A. Ii. O. cannery in bonded ware- 
house. $.'!,(500; two tons block tin, $5,000; 
steel boat in sections belonging to Pio- 
neer Trading Co., London', Eng., $0,000, 
plus $000 duty, or $6,000. 

The only insurance was that caried by 
the C.P.R. on wharf, buildings and roll- 
ing stock, so that the loss to Mackenzie 
& Mann and the rioneer Trading Co. 
is a heavy one. 

The opposition party in New West- 
minster is counting ils chickens before 
they are hat, "bed in a very funny fashion 
just now. Mr. .T. 15. Kennedy," the pre- 
sent provincial member for the city, is, 
it seems, to be shelved as an opposition 
candidate, but: on the principle apparent- 
ly that the "jingle of the guinea heals 
the hurt that honor feels," is to be re- 
warded for acquiescing in an unsought 
retirement by tho promise that if Mr. 
.T. C. Brown gets in for the city and also 
becomes a member of the new British 
Columbia ministry, in the event of 
course of an opposition victory— Post- 
master Brown of the present shall be re- 
placed by Postmaster Kennedy of the 
immediate future. A nice little scheme 
assuredly from certain personal points 
of view, but the embodiment of n very 
doubtful— some might call it scandalous 
—suggested use of Dominion local pat- 
ronage. As the poet puts- it, "The. 
best laid plans of mice and men gang 
aft agley." and so' it may even be in this 
case. Ex-Mayor Curtis and Mr. Alex- 
ander Henderson, baristcr, are mention- 
ed as possibilities for the candidature for 
the representation of Now Westminster 
in the government; interest. In the Delta 
district it: is said that Mr. "W. II. Ladner 
will in any case come out as an independ- 
ent candidate, relying on 'past legislative 
experience and local influence to poll a 
strong vote. 

At the Burnaby court of Assessment, 
revision appeals were few and compara- 
tively unimportant. Some properties 
were transferal from the wild to the im- 
proved category, taxation being reduc- 
ible accordingly, an da few reductions, 
none very large, made in other cases.

A RAILWAY TO TllhO YUKON*. 

We learn 'Ji it very little doubt exists 
as to the success of negotiations begun 
by the [>ro"'mcial government (or. the 
completion of a wngon road from the 
Stikine rive- lo Teslin Lake wlthttl 
three mouths and the immediate con- 
struction Of a railway between the 
.same points. Engineers will also be put 
in the Held l<> examine the country be- 
tween the Stikine and the Coast with a 
view to the construction of a railway 
there at the earliest possible day. This 
Will he welcome news not ( nly to the 
people of the Coast cities but to the 
whole Dominion and every one interest- 
ed in the development of the Yukon. 

THE STIKINE ROUTE. 

The National Geographical Magazine, 
printed at Washington, D.O., devotes its 
April number exclusively to matters re- 
lating to the Yukon gold holds. It eon- 
tains a large map and numerous illus- 
trations. The large map is incorrect in 
., few points. The several papers ate 
interesting anil in the main correct, but 
we find ourselves compelled to take ex- 
ception to some of the propositions ad- 
vanced. For example, we find Prof. \> . 
J I Dall of the Smithsonian Institute, 
arguing 'against the Stikine as a means 
of sending supplies into the country for 
use by the miners next winter. Prof. 
Dall estimates that there will be at least 
50 000 people to be provided for, and he 
thinks it hopeless to expect sufficient 
supplies to be forwarded up the Yukon 
from St. Michael's, in which view we 
agree, alhough probably more can be 
sent that way than he estimates. At the 
same time there is an element of chance 
to be taken into account, which may re- 
duce the merchandise sent up the river 
.even to a lower amount than he names 
The tonnage which he thinks must be 
.sent in "merely to prevent things from 
gelling worse," would make seventy 
river steamer loads, of which he admits 
thirty-four are likely to get up the river, 
Hint is two trips each for the twelve 
steamers of the old transportation com- 
panies, and one each for ten others. We 
are glad to feel able to think that more 
ti ips than this may be made up the river, 
but on the other hand a considerable 
amount" of the tonnage carried will con- 
sist of articles not needed to "prevent 
tilings from getting worse." Barring 
accidents and counting upon a favorable 
season, Kite river steamers could Carry 
up lo Dawson City sufficient supplies to 
"prevent things from getting worse" for 
50,000 people at that point, so far aw 
food and clothing go; but it is useless to 
■ expect the whole river fleet to escape 
.accident; a favorable season is neces- 
sarily a matter of doubt; it is absolutely 
certain that the steamers will not carry 
only actual necessaries, and— a point 
which Prof. Dall overlooks altogether— 
the majority of the 50,000 estimated 
population will be far .".way from Daw- 
sou City, that is further up the river. 

The availability of the Stikine route 
is not problematical. In the first place 
there will not be the least difficulty in 
Jand'ufg at Glenora all the goods which 
the Yukon wiil need next winter, or for 
that matter at any time. For six months, 
at least, the river is navigable. Goods 
at Glenora will be, we will say for the 
suite of the argument, 150 miles from the 
Yukon waters. As a matter of fact the 
distance will be .somewhat less, but the 
difference is not material. Prof. Dall 
says that a railway cannot be built from 
the river lo Teslin Lake in four months. 
1 1 cannot be completed in four months, 
bill Messrs. Mackenzie & Mann were 
willing to pledge themselves to have it 
so that traffic could be carried over it 
thiil lime. No matter what the terms of 
the 'contract may be, it will be the in- 
terest of the contractors, whoever they 
are, to get rails laid as far as they can 
al. the earliest day possible. If they can 
succeed in getting down any kind of n 
track for half the distance, the trans- 
portation problem would be greatly sim- 
plified, Ira train could only crawl along 
al Hie rate of live miles an hour, n sin- 
gle locomotive could draw fifteen steam- 
er loads to the lake in a month at a very 
low calculation. As a mntter of fact, if 
it is possible to lay trails across this 
piece of country before September 
1st, a single locomotive could probably 
Jinul over to the lake during September 
•enough freight to make up any deficiency 
in (he supply sent up the river. If sup- 
plies can be got to the lake in Septem- 
ber, they can be taken lo any desired 
point in the Yukon valley before the 
liver freezes. , 

Admitting, for the sake of the argu- 
ment, that the railway cannot bo got 
through to the lake in time to send mer- 
chandise across before ice forms, it can 
certainly be put in shape over the great- 
er portion of the distance, and a wagon 
mad can be made for the remainder in 
time lo enable a very large amount of 
goods |i> be seal in by this route, and 
during (he winter there will be no seri- 



ous difficulty in the way of forwarding 
goods by rail and horse teams to points 
on the upper Yukon. For how great a 
distance goods can be taken in this way 
no one can speak with certainty. It will 
all depend upon the amount of feed for- 
warded to the end of the railway. We 
have seen this spring how, under excep- 
tionally unfavorable circumstances, two- 
horso tennis were sent. 150 miles up the 
Stikine river on the ice. The work of 
making a road from the terminus of the 
railway, wherever it limy be, to the Yu- 
kon waters and down tliat river will be 
an easy matter compared with making a 
road up the Stikine this spring. During 
the past two months, with everything 
operating agai.ist them, parties opened 
and kept open a sleigh road from the 
river to the lake. If, when winter sets 
in. u man has a team and five tons of 
feed at: the terminus of the railway, he 
can work all winter forwarding goods 
into and do<VH the Yukon valley. -V well- 
organized party with abundance of feed 
and teams can establish a forwarding 
business, which can carry goods for a 
long distance, how far will depend 
wholly upon the management. The first 
thing to be done after enough snow has 
fallen to make a road will be to send for- 
ward supplies and erect shelters. If an 
abundance of feci! is forwarded up the 
Stikine and to the then terminus of the 
railway, wherever it may be, by January 
1st it ought to be possible to siring out 
n line of depots from the head of Teslin 
lake to Fort Selkirk. Prof. Dall says 
that no one with any sense will pay it is 
possible to maintain a winter road on the 
Yukon; but the great majority of people 
said it would be impossible to send load- 
ed teams up the Stikine to Teslin lake, 
and yet it has been done, and yet the lat- 
ter was a much inure difficult undertaking 
than the former will be, because the ice 
on Teslin lake, the Hootalinqua and the 
Yukon can be counted upon with cer- 
tainty, and the snow fall is much lighter 
than along the lower Stikine. It is all a 
matter of feed for animals and good 
management. 



Canadian-Yukon Gold fields 
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AN INSULT REPELLED. 

The News-Advertiser discussing a sec- 
ond member lor Cassia r, declares 
that the government has committed a 
crime. The alleged crime does not ap- 
pear to consist in the fact that Cassia r 
ought not to' have two members, but in 
the provision that the usual qualifica- 
tion as to length of residence is not. to 
be insisted upon in the ease of voters in 
Cassiar. In other words it is a crime, 
in the opinion of the News-Advertiser, 
to provide that the hundreds of people 
entitled to vote in this province, who 
will go to Cassiar this year, will not 
thereby be disfranchised. The Van- 
couver pupcr conjures up a horrible pic- 
ture of Hon. Mr. Turner silting in his 
office and sending "three hundred Vic- 
toria hoodlums" up to the Cassiar lo 
carry the election. We trust the News- 
Advertiser will have the decency to 
apologize for Ibis language. The gentle- 
man who controls the News-Advertiser 
spends a good deal of his time in Vic- 
toria. Does he know of three hundred 
available hoodlums here? Does he know 
of any number of hoodlums in Victoria 
worth mentioning'.' Does he not know 
perfectly well that the insinuation of 
his paper that three hundred hoodlums 
can be selected from the Victoria voters' 
list and sent to Cassiar is an insult to 
this constituency V We do not recall a 
more villainous insult to n whole con- 
stituency than this. We pass by the in- 
sinuation that the Hon. Mr. Turner or 
anyone else would seek to carry an 
election in such a way. It is a per- 
fectly gratuitous insinuation. Nothing 
that Hon. Mr. Turner has ever done 
warrants such an insinuation. Such an 
act would be dishonorable in the last de- 
gree; yet the News-Advertiser regards 
it as something which a ministry would 
do as a matter of course. Although 
neither the News-Advertiser nor the 
gentleman who controls its utterances, 
with nil the facilities which the manage- 
ment of a newspaper and a seat in the 
legislature afford, has been able to i 
cover on the part of Mr. Turner or bis 
colleagues the smallest thing which 
smacks of his dishonesty, that paper has 
the effrontery to insinuate that the Pre- 
mier would not only be guilty of 
base an act as that: mentioned, but that 
he has deliberately planned to do it. 
We say that in all the range of political 
campaigning there is nothing more base 
than this. If such a thing were possible 
we should say that the News-Advertise 
had disgraced itself. It has the inde 
cent distinction of having evolved from 
its inner conscioMsuess an insult to Vic- 
toria without a parallel and the must 
degrading suggestion of u political na- 
ture ever made in Canada. 



The Colonist asked the Columbian 
Ihrce questions the other day. One was 
whether it believed that Japanese 
labor was li real menace to white labor 
in British Columbia, and if so to state 
the reason for its belief. To this our 
contemporary replies that the Japanese 
are invading the fisheries and the saw 
mills. We desire to be quite frank with

can assert itself. Bat, and. this brings us 
to the third question, we do not agree 
with the Columbian, ami we do not think 
that the majority of the people of Brit- 
ish Columbia will agree with it, that at 
the present juncture in Imperial affairs 
it is desirable to do anything that will 
militate against a friendly understanding 
with Japan.

building of the road as would also the 
country further oast. Tho Dominion 
government should be {Demoralized nt 
once to go on with the work. Mr. Setnlin 
said, he understood that the provincial 
government had informed the Dominion 
government that they were willing to 
assist in the work. 

Hon. Mr. Turner said it was always in 
order to move the adjournment of the 
house, but this motion had boon sprung 
and was calculated to take the members 
of the government side of the house at a 
disadvantage. In masters of such im- 
portance as this it would have been only 
courtesy on the part of the leader of the 
opposition to have given the loader of 
the government some notice of his inten- 
tion. The lion, gentleman was always 
very particular himself that he should bo 
approached and informed of the inten- 
tion of tho government in every impor- 
tant mntter, and there never wns n ques- 
tion of importance on which this cour- 
tesy was extend to him. If the hon. 
gentleman wns acquainted with ordinary 
legislative courtesy ho should have ap- 
proached tho government before making 
his motion. 

Going into tho matter of the railway, 
the Tremier said that it was the 
urgent desire of tho government that the 
construction of a road from Clonora to 
Teslin bo commenced immediately. It 
was one of the most urgent matters that 
had come up since he had been in the 
house. The government wns fullv alive 
to the situation. They had endeavored 
to impress the Dominion government 
with the necessity of the work nnd their 
duty in the mntter, but bad met with 
indifferent success. It bad now come to 
this point: The Dominion government 
were not prepared to go on with lho 
work this year and the British Columbia 
government was compelled to take it up 
to save the life of the province. All 
petty-fogging ought to be dropped. A 
great question had to be faced nnd a 
work had to be carried out which would 
not only benefit British Columbia but 
the Dominion at large. 

Mr; Semlln said he had not intended 
any discourtesy, nor did he wish to take 
any advantage of the government. The 
matter must have been before their at- 
tention for some time pnst. 

Mr. Cotton said he had thought that 
the bringing up of the question would 
have the effect of inciting tho govern- 
ment to take the house into its con- 
ndence, but instead what was the result? 
Merely a personal attack on the leader 
of the opposition by the Premier. 

The Hon. Mr. Turner disclaimed hav- 
ing made a personal attack on the leader 
of the opposition. 

Mr. Cotton went on to criticize the 
government for not bringing the matter 
before the house long ago. He said it 
was admitted on all hands that it was 
not a provincial government matter. Tho 
hon, leader of lho government had said 
that if the Dominion government did not 
build the road the provincial would. This 
sounded very heroic, but it could he done 
without the assistance of tho Dominion 
government. The importance of this 
road to British Columbia over tho other 
provinces had been very much exagger- 
ated. Montreal, Toronto, and other 
eastern cities were equally interested 
with Vancouver and Victoria. It wns 
now time for the opposition to ask if the 
government intended to do anything. It 
would not do to sit still nor to say to the 
Dominion government "If you don't 
move we will," for then the federal gov- 
ernment would most likely leave it alone. 
There was only one thing to do and that 
wns for the opposition and government 



was no doubt but that the necessities 
of tho case would compel the Dominion 
government to act, and why should this 
province be called upon to do the work 
when tho Dominion government had ac- 
knowledged that the task was theirs, 
lho house fully understood this. 

Mr. Higgins said he would not vote 
for the motion, but still he approved of 
the censure which had been brought up- 
on the government by the moving of it. 
Ho was prepared to vote for any good 
plan which the government chose to lay 
down, but he was opposed to the dilii- 
toriness tho government had shown 
in tho matter. Some of the most im- 
portant measures foreshadowed in the 
speech from the throne had not yet come 
before the house. He did not approve 
of tho policy of holding back and then 
accusing the opposition of springing a 
motion when they simply did the proper 
thing to bring the question before the 
house. n . 

Mr. Sword said the text of the govern- 
ment practically was: "If you can't do 
this, then we are ready to get into the 
breach nnd help you out." He protest- 
ed against tho province being put In 
such 11 position. It was an absurd thing 
to tell the Dominion government that 
if they couldn't do their duty that this 
government would do it for them, anil do 
its own besides. The speaker referred to 
the telegraph message which it was re- 
ported in the papers the Premier had 
sent to Ottawa, and said he should have 
refrained from any such message until 
he had consulted the house. He did not 
think it fair to the people of the prov- 
ince to add to the burden of their debt 
in this manner. 

Dr. Walkwn on rising to oppose the 
motion remarked that the three gent le- 
mon who occupied seats together at the 
end of the front row of opposition bench- 
es could have better engaged their time 
m advising their friends in the senate 
to assist the Dominion government in 
passing a Yukon railway bill instead of 
for a mere party and petty advantage 
destroying a measure which if it had 
passed through the house would not 
have necessitated the provincial govern- 
ment taking the present steps. The lead- 
er of the government had in this matter 
showing himself capable of rising above 
party motives. He had taking his stand 
advisedly, as everyone in the country 
knew that tho matter was an urgent 
one. The road, if wunted at all. was 
wanted this summer. The speaker said 
he was surprised to see the gentlemen 
who represent the constituencies most to 
be benefitted y the measure showing an 
opposition to it. It: was most unpatriotic 
of them to take the stand which they 
hud. In regard to the motion itself it 
was considered usual when a member 
wanted to adjourn the house to furnish 
the speaker with a notice of such inten- 
tion. 

Hon. C. J3. Pooley said that all had 
made the great point of this not; being 
a party question. It was considered the 
rule in such cases that one side of the 
house should consult: with the other 
and be was sorry to see that: the opposi- 
tion had seen fit to depart, from this cus- 
tom. I he position of the government 
was simply this: The Dominion gov- 
ernment had refused to go ahead anil 
this province hud found it necessary to 
come forward and say: "If you don't 
propose to build this rond we will have 
to do it ourselves." The speaker said lie 
wiis led to believe from the actions of 
the members of the oppositin that when 
the measure was brought before the 
house they would in spite of their talk

Mr. Kennedy said he was surprised at 
the inference of the Hon. Mr, Pooley 
Unit important measures had not been 
brought down on account of the actions 
of members of the opposition in allow- 
ing their hills to stand over.

The government of this prov- 
ince had practically said: ''Stand hack 
and we will build this road." If the 
Dominion government refused to built] 
the road there was only one thing to be 
done, anil that was for every member lo 
sulk parly differences and fight for the 
interests of British Columbia. The life 
blood was drained out of the province 
b.v past governments of the Dominion 
and was also being drained by the pres- 
ent administration. What had been 
done Cm- the province? Nothing but to 
bonus the Crow's Nest road, and how 
much did lint amount to? The Do- 
minion government seemed to want to 
create the impression that the Edmon- 
ton route might be undertaken, but any- 
one who, knew anything about the mer- 
its of the two routes would not pay 
much attention to this. The Laurier 
government was standing back smiling 
at this government willingly offering to 
do its work for it. 

Mr. Hunter pointed out to lion, leader 
of the opposition wherein he had been 
discourteous and said that it was all 
very well for him to talk about his mo- 
lion not being sprung upon the house, 
bul it was nevertheless a known fact 
that a caucus of the opposition had been 
bold' Inst night at which this motion was 
concoCtcd, He called attention to Mr. 
Kollie's speech and claimed that be had 
just read it. from a manuscript which he 
bad prepared the night before during the 
liours in which ho should have been 
«sleop. He produced printed authority 
to show that the lion, leader of the op- 
position had 'committed a grave breach 
of courtesy. lie imagined that ho could 
s,ee some of the followers of the oppo- 
sition telling them that they had to have 
something to do with the Yukon railway 
question.

vulge its plans before they were formed. 
IL was charged that there were no states- 
men on the government side of the house 
and the very member who made the 
charge then went on to tell of how little 
benefit the proposed railway would lie to 
British Columbia, and that the benelit 
would be nearly all to Montreal, Tor-' 
-onto, Quebec and other Eastern cities. 
The third member for Vancouver- bad 
talked a good deal about provincial 
rights and yet the speaker believed that 
lie would vote against them every time 
if by so doing lit could get in a party 
ship! The first member for Vancouver 
bad said that this was not a party ques- 
tion. If it was not so with him it was 
only because bo could not make if so. 

The debate was concluded by Mr. Sein- 
lin at this point asking leave ftp with- 
draw his motion. He said lie had sim- 
ply moved it in order to get some light 
on the government's policy on the ques- 
tion, but he was still in the dark. He re-

He paid a tribute? to the capability of 
women in general and pointed rn Her 
Mos» Gracious' Mnjeety Queen Victoria 
as an illustrious example of the execu- 
tive ability of her sex. 

Major Mutter took the other side of 
the question. He denied that women 
were the equals of men and contended 
that all arguments to that effect were 
foolish. It was a scientific fact, be said, 
that the brain of woman was two ounces 
lighter than that of man. The previous 
speaker had referred to Queen Victoria. 
He would also refer to Her Majesty 
and would quote her as not. being in 
favor of female franchise. The major 
then dealt with the female rulers of his- 
tory, narrating the acts of cruelly .and 
bloodshed attributed to them. He would 
not allow that women could hold a place 
with men in any of the professions or 
higher studies.. In conclusion the major 
said he had loo much respect for women 
to want to see them in politics. 

Hon. Mr. Turner said he had voted 
against the bill before, but had left his 
mind open to conviction on the question. 
After listening to all the arguments pro 
and con that had been used in tin.' 

day he could not see his way 
clear to voting for he bill.

James O'Xoi'l and His Players Present 
the Story of the French Revolu- 
tion. 

After a surfeit of comedy attractions, 
the dramatic treat afforded Victorians 
by Tames O'Xeill and his associate play- 
ers last evening nv.s doubly acceptable.

Tho 
play with its dread picturing of the 
French revolution horrors, woven about 
a strong story of human love and wiclc- 
Their production is in every, respect safe 
siveness of conception and dialogue, be- 
ing a work ;n every way worthy of 
treatment by the great artists of the 
stage. Among these O'Xeill and his as- 
sociates must undoubtedly take rank. 
Their production in in every respect sat- 
isfactory, both in method and sustained 
quality, while it was admirably staged 
and correctly costumed. The third act's 
prison scene is u magnificent piece of 
dramatic work, wherein Robert Landry 
, ?H. rc 5 as t ' iU "! Bertrand Latour come face to face 
offered his liberty, but 
prefers a duel in which be is killed. The 
guillotine with all its dread is produced 
as a final scone when to save his son 
Robert Landry gives up his life. Mr 
O'Xeill can always rely upon a hearty 
reception in Victoria. 



In othe ways the report of tho in- 
spector shows how serious are the dan- 
gers to be faced by the officers who are 
standing for British law and the British 
Hag at: Dawson. lie says:— "You have 
been advised of and copies of the cor- 
respondence between myself and the so- 
called board of mining and commerce 
here have been forwarded. The popu- 
lation here being chiefly American, many 
of them are not disposed to view with 
favor any restrictions placed upon them 
by the ordinary laws of the country, and 
some have been heard to say that it was 
high time that the flag, meaning the) 
Union Jack, was pulled down and the 
stars and stripes hoisted in its place, 
and adding that it would not take much 
to do it. At one time there was a talk 
of incorporating the- town, and applica- 
tion was made to me as to the means of 
getting about it. 1 referred the parties 
to the Northwest ordinances relative to 
such matters. On reading that part 
which states that the applicants 'must 
be British subjects the book was closed 
with the remark: "That ends if, in that 
case we cannot run things, but will have 
to pay taxes; better be as it is." 'I do 
not mean to say that this spirit pervades 
all, but it certainly does a considerable 
number. Instead of considering that 
being allowed to hold mining property in 
this country is a privilege, it is con- 
strued into n right, which they would 
like to use to the utmost. It appears to 
me that it is high time, that in view of 
the treatment' British subjects receive 
under similar conditions in the 'United 
States, that Canada should bo for Can- 
adians, and that if foreigners are nllow- 
ed the same privileges as ou'r own citi- 
zens they should have the same restric- 
tions imposed upon them as are imposed 
upon Canadians in the States, that i*. 
that they should become naturalized." If 
this was the condition of affairs at the 
end of January, when then; were but 
5,000 people in the Klondike district, it 
is feared that when tin; thousands of 
Americans now swarming into the coun- 
try reach the gold fields things may look 
very serious.

William F. Grider, the organizer and 
leader of the ill-slurred Ouiinoea grow 
pectlng party that recently cnine t» grief 
at Hozleton, under circumsfaine< s re- 
lated in the Colonist of yesterday, is 
once again ;i free man. Legal technicali- 
ties intervene to block the prosecution 
of the case in the Canadian courts, ow- 
ing to the fact that the scene of the al- 
leged misrepresentation was not in Brit- 
ish Columbia) but California. 

The information upon which Magis- 
trate Alexander of Port Sinpson acted 
in sending Grider under custody to Vic- 
toria was laid under section 305 of the 
Criminal Code. This section deals ex- 
plicitly with frauds perpetrated by the 
officers of private or public companies 
with intent fo deceive, and is based up- 
on clause 104, section (>!), of the lie- 
vised Statutes of Canada. As set forth 
in the Code the law in this regard pro- 
vides that : 

"Every one is guilty of an indictable 
offence and liable to five years' imprison- 
ment who, being a promoter, director, 
public officer or manager of any body 
corporate or public company, either ex- 
isting or intended to be formed, makes, 
circulates or publishes, or concurs in 
making, circulating or publishing any 
prospectus, statement or account .vhich 
lie knows to be false in any material 
particular, with intent to induce per- 
sons (whether ascertained or not) to be- 
come shareholders or partners, or with 
intent to deceive or defraud the mem- 
bers, shareholders or creditors or any 
of them (whether ascertained or not) of 
such body corporate or public company, 
or with intent to induce any person to 
intrust or advance any property to siil-'i 
body corporate or public company, or 
to enter into any security for the bene- 
fit thereof." 

When the case was called in the pro- 
vincial court yesterday afternoon, .Mr, 
Farquhnr Macrae, S.M., presiding, the 
charge was succinctly explained, briefly 
as one of swindling means of a bogus 
prospectus. Grider was not asked tf 
plead, for at the outset of the proceed 
ings Constable Atkins announced in be 
half of the crown, that the dismissal of 
the information would be asked for. Af- 
ter consultation with the Deputy Attor 
ney-General it was found, he explained, 
that the case could not be successfully 
prosecuted under this section of the 
Code— or indeed any Canadian law, tho 
alleged offence having taken place be- 
yond tho jurisdiction of Canadian courts. 
The aggrieved parties of course had a 
remedy for their wrongs in civil action, 
he commented, but this appeared to he 
the only recourse at their command. 

In discharging the prisoner upon tin 
application of the crown, Magistrate 
Macrae remarked: 

"If there be any truth in the alloga 
Hons made in this case — I will not g( 
into the case for it is not before me— 
you will be carefully watched here. Vol 
are discharged." 

Grider apparently felt that it was in 
cttmbent upon him to say something 
for with a preliminary cough, he pro 
ceeded to address the court in reply: 

"I think I have in my possession pa- 
pers and evidence enough to have cleared, 
myself if the case had gone on," he said 
"I simply tigned that ngreement and 
went to take these people into a country 
where they could better their condition. 
I was going there myself and taking my 
family, so that will show that I was 
honest about it. I can go into that coun- 
try and prove everything that is said 
in that prospectus." 

Here the magistrate interrupted the 
flow of eloquence with a reminder that 
the case being closed lie did not care to 
listen. 

"Well, then," said G rider, taking pos- 
session of his hat. and preparing to d 
part, "all I can say is that I'm very 
grateful to the court and the police for 
the way I've been treated. I can't really 
explain how thankful I am." 

Here the story of G.rider's company 
operations is probably ended. He him- 
self will return to Omineca, accompany- 
ing the second party headed by his 
father, who wili reach Vancouver this 
morning. Some of the stranded ones 
now at Simpson may again trust them- 
selves to his leadership on a prospect- 
ing expedition, while the others will en- 
deavor to work their way hack to Cali- 
fornia. In any event G rider will not go 
that way. 

The justice committee who accompan- 
ied Grider down to do all possible in the 
direction of securing his' punishment 
have no further move to make. 

"We have no money loft to sue him 
with," says Mr. Worthoimer. "And if 
we did take suit against; him what would 
we get? No; we have done all we can. 
If the government cannot make the case 
stick we can do nothing more." 

EAST KOOTENAY SATISFIED. 

Col. Baker's Strong Claims to an Ex- 
pression of Continued Confidence. 

Now; that prospective candidates are 
receiving attention in almost all provin- 
cial constituencies, it is interesting to 
analyze the feeling in Ease Kootenay 
with regard to the political outlook. 
The consensus <)f opinion appears to be 
that anyone taking the field against Col. 
Baker will have little better than a for- 
lorn hope, this view of the situation 
being based upon the provincial secre- 
tary's record of accomplishments in be- 
half of the constituency he has so long 
and capably represented. One of the 
best informed residents of South East 
Kootenay in discussing the outlook— a 
gentleman closely in touch with th# com- 
munity and having large interests in the 
district— expresses himself as follows in 
the columns of the Cranbrook Herald: 

"At this lime there is some talk of 
opposition to Colonel Baker, but i'^ will 
not amount to much in the end. And I 
will tell you why. Most of us in South- 
East Kootenay who have boon hero any 
length of tiuut have been waiting pati- 
ently for the very development that is 
now taking place 111 this territory. And 
by the wtt.v. much of this development, 
in fact, I might say most of it, .is due to 
tlm construct ibn of the Crow's Nest Bass 
railroad, the road, that Colonel Baker 
has labored so many years to secure for 
this district. Of course I hear that he is 



going to make money by it. I hope ho 
is. I know that the building of the road 
will greatly increase the value of my 
holdings, and the value of every other 
man's in the territory. If Colonel Baker 
' to he rewarded for his many years 
labor in this direction by having his 
property made worth something, it is no 
more than he deserves. 

But considering the question from a 
purely selfish standpoint, 1 am going to 
vote for Colonel Baker, because I know- 
that he can do this district more good as 
member than any other man 1 know of. 
And what is more, he will do it. I don't 
care if he is interested in Cranbrook. 
That has never affected his movements 
in behalf of other parts of the district, 
and 1 don't believe it will. Fort Steele, 
Ward nor, Coal Creek, in fact all of these 
new towns will receive at his hands 
every |Consideration. And what would a 
new member be able to do for this dis- 
trict for the next few years? Virtually 
nothing. I tun free to confess that. 1 
will vote for Colonel Baker because I 
am of the opinion that this district needs 
him badly. And, what is more. I find a 
great many people who feel about the 
matter just as I do. In my mind there 
is no doubt about his election. I be- 
lieve he will be returned, and by a good 
majority." 

This statement represents the situa- 
tion. The gentleman who expressed the 
above opinion is thoroughly familiar 
with thi' political conditions in this dis- 
trict, but is more anxious to see the best 
interests of the district conserved rather 
than to see the political fortunes of any 
one individual advanced. In other words, 
it is simply a business proposition with 
him. And the opposition will find that, 
a large majority of the voters in South- 
east Kootenay are taking the same view 
of the question this year.
